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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants argument 
that the various embodiments of the invention using different diffractive elements (phase photon 
sieves, blazed Fresnel zone plates, apodized Fresnel zone plates, etc.) all fall into a broader 
category of diffractive elements having a focusing efficiency of at least 50%, so that claims 1 1 
and 12 are enabled under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, is convincing; and the claims are 
patentable over the combination of Raj, Smith, and Johnson cited in the previous Office action 
because the examiner misread the Johnson patent. Johnson teaches, from line 58 in column 9 
through line 52 in column 1 1, to apodize only the projection aperture 7, not each microlens 
aperture 32, 34, 35 as the examiner previously understood it.
